Past and Present Assessment Endorsed

Disregarding warnings of 
possible law suits, the Plano 
City Council Monday night 
approved past and present 
assessments levied by the 
Ridgewood 
H om eow ners 
Association. 
Tom O’Connell, attorney 
for six homeowners sued by 
the RHA told the council that 
if it approved past fees, the 
council might become “an 
indispensable part of law 
suits,” since it was, in effect, 
approving the legalities of 
the corporation 
R a n d y 
R a i n w a t e r , 
spokesm an 
for 
the 
association, added that the 
council also might become a 
part of a suit if it failed to 
act. 
O’Connell, who also serves 
as Collin County’s District 
attorney, explained that the 
court had granted a sum ­ 
mary judgement in the suit 
against the hom eow ners 
because the city had not 
approved the fees He added 
that he didn’t think the fees 
would be collectable, even if 
the city council now ap­ 
proved the fees. 
Bryon Schaff. RHA at­ 
torney, told the council that 
approval of past as well as 
present 
fees 
was 
needed 
since the deed restrictions 
do not say when approval 
must be made. 
Before the council vote. 
M ayor N orm an W hitsitt 
noted that legal fees paid by 
both sides in the controversy 
were far in excess of the 
contested fees for 1970-71 
and 1973-74. 
Councilman Chuck Frisk 
added that the city legal 
expenses were in excess ol 
the private legal fees in the 
case 
He 
said 
that 
this 
situation had “ placed an 
unfair burden on the City of 
Plano.” 
The 
C ontroversy 
over 
RHA assessments has been 
before the city council and 
the courts sporadically for 
the past three years. 
A large crowd was present 
for tho confrontation bet­

dissident residents. Among 
them was Mrs. Billy O’Neal 
who presented a petition 
Signed by 85 residents who 
requested the city to not 
approve the* assessm e n ts 
and to retain all duties to

In San Francisco 
Police Seek Killers 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
Black gunmen traveling 
in a large black automobile, 
shot and killed four white 
persons at random Monday 
night on the streets of San 
Francisco. 
A young mother of a 4- 
month-old son also was shot 
apparently without reason 
but 
is expected 
to 
live, 
although physicians say she 
probably will be paralyzed 
from the waist down. 
“ It seems to be the work of 
more than one person,'' said 
Chief of Inspectors Charles 
Barca, who took personal 
charge of the investigation 


Police noted similarities to 
a 10-day outbreak of street 
shootings last month that 
killed 
six 
persons 
and 
w ounded 
two 
others, 
although 
they 
would 
not 
definitely say the gunmen 
were from the same group. 
“ There's

rhyme 
or 
riddle 
to 
it,” 
Patrolman 
W i l l i a m 
W a k e f i e l d 
rem arked while discussing 
the difficulties of trying to 
catch die silent shoot-and- 
run marksm en. 
Witnesses gave 
varying 
descriptions of the gunmen 
but noted that in almost 
every case the man with the 
hand gun merely walked out 
and started shooting without 
saying a word. 
In each case in the latest 


shootings 
the 
m u rd er 
weapon was a .32 caliber 
pistol. 
The m urder spree started 
at 7:51 p.m. in a largely 
residential district to the 
west of San F ra n c is c o ’s 
downtown area and ended 
two hours later. 
D uring 
th a t 
tim e 
the 
killers had 
slain 
another 
person to the west of the 
downtown area, one in a 
slum area two blocks from 
the city’s main street and 
another near the southern 
San Francisco limits. 
In all, they had traveled 
only six miles. 
Little was known about the 
victims who had no con­ 
nection with each other and 
ap p e a re d 
to 
have 
been 
picked at random. 
The victims, in the order 
that they were shot, were 
Tina S m ith, 32; Vincent 
Wollin, 69; John Bambic, 87; 
and Jane Holly, 35.

was 
Mrs. 
Roxanne McMillan, 23, who 
was standing near her new 
home in the city’s southern 
section. 
Tina Smith 
and 
Wollin 
w ere 
shot 
within 
nine 
minutes of each other, the 
woman at Geary Boulevard 
and Divisidero Street and 
Wollins at Scott and Fulton 
Streets. 
Bambic, a pensioner, was 


killed at Ninth and Howard

the Bill of Rights.

D EA R PO LLY — I would like to know how to clean 
the arms on a velvet upholstered chair safely. — M.M. 


D EA R PO LLY — I will admit that it might be my age and 
old-fashioned ways that cause my Pet Peeve with the super­ 
markets. As pleasant as it may be to shop in nice stores with 
such a wide variety of goods there are many things that turn 
me off. There are dented cans and damaged merchandise,

Learning early to move 
farther from home, step by 
step, brings a child the in­ 
dependence and confidence 
he'll use to approach life, 
according to Mrs. Juanita 
M urphy, 
Collin 
County 
extension agent. 
These qualities take as 
long to learn as 
m ath, 
reading or writing-in the 
short span of time from 
childhood 
to 
adolescence. 
Parents need to start early 
helping their yo u n g sters 
learn to tackle new things 
and places. 
They do this by showing 
th e y ’re clea rly confident 
that youngsters can get to 
school okay by themselves 
on the second or third d ay - 
or that a child can take a trip 
to a nearby park with lunch 
and bicycle in the company 
of another child who already 
knows how. 
An estab lish ed p attern 
serves as a guide, the child 
learns to go with someone 
who has gone there before. 
He shares the experience 
with one or two friends. And 


he has his parents’ con­ 
fidence that he is sensible 
and won’t get into trouble. 
The child knows he’s not 
adrift. He knows what the 
limits are and has no doubt 
he can get all the help he 
might need to face anything 
he can’t handle. 
Also, while he has many of 
the beliefs of his parents, he 
can develop some of his own- 
-with which parents might 
d isa g re e -w ith o u t 
losing 
their love. 


In 
this 
step-by-step 
trailblazing, the maturing 
boy or girl discovers how to 
find the way, what to look for 
in a companion, and how not 
to over-extend himself. 
He learns to be resour­ 
ceful, to avoid emergencies 
and to meet them when they 
occur. 


These are Ie s so as to learn 
by late childhood. Then the 
adolescent finds that he can 
safely cross an assumption 
or a continent-that he can 
take a job far away from 
home

Doctor Says

Not Panacea

panacea, but neither should 
it be blindly rejected, says 
New York physician Sung J. 
Liao. 
Liao adm its there is not 
m uch scientific illumination 
on acu p u n ctu re’s m ysteries, 
but he pointed out that no one 
understands aspirin either. 
“ It is quite possible that 
we m ay never find m any of 
the an sw e rs,” Liao told a 
meeting of 
the A m erican 
Public Health Association, 
“ b ut it re a lly d o es 
not 
m atter that m u ch .” 
The ancient Chinese who 
developed acupuncture e m ­ 
ployed a philosophical ap 
p ro a c h 
in 
th e 
stu d y 
of 
medicine. 
Liao 
said 
they 
considered m an as part of 
n a t u r e — a 
m i n i a t u r e 
cosm os—and m apped their 
a c u p u n c tu r e 
p o in ts 
a c ­ 
cordingly. 
Find Little Merit 
T here are 365 points, the 
sam e as the nu m b er of days 
in a year. Ancient Chinese 
astronom y had 12 hours in a 
day, thus there are 12 groups 
of acupuncture points. 
W estern skeptics find little 
m erit in this approach and 
Liao ag rees with them . 
“ It is im perative to get rid 
of the folklore, the legend 
and the 
astrology 
in 
the 
t r a d i t i o n a l 
C h i n e s e 
m edicine,” he said. 
Pathology as we know it 
was entirely unknown to the 
tr a d itio n a l C h in e se p ra c - 
tioners. P atien ts were not 
t h o r o u g h l y 
e x a m i n e d 
because nakedness in front 
of a stra n g er was unheard 
of. Autopsies could not be 
perform ed because a cut-up 
body could not join his a n ­ 
cestors in the afterw orld.

practice Liao adm its “ can 
be very dangerous indeed.” 
A Pain Reliever 
"While pain due to cancer

said, “ that patient will miss 
the golden opportunity 
of 
survival if its existence is not 
diagnosed.’’

Card Holders 
May be Liable 


By M ICHAEL J. CONLON 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — For the 
past few years many Americans have 
had the impression they are liable for 
up to $50 if their credit card is lost or 
stolen and used by someone else 
illegally. 
The truth is they may be liable for 
nothing at all. 
It was three years ago that an 
amendment to the Truth in Lending 
Law went into effect. It says a credit 
card holder is liable for up to $50 in 
unauthorized use —but only if the 
company which issued the card, such 
as an oil company or bank, complies 
with very specific requirements in the 
law. 
You are liable for up to $50 only if 
the company has told you so in 
writing; provided you with a credit 
card that has a means of identifying 
you as the user —such as a blank for 
your signature; and has sent you a 
self-addressed, 
pre-stamped en­ 
veloped or postcard for you to send 
hack to them to alert them to a theft or 
loss. 
Keport Loss 
Unless all of that has happened you 
-owe nothing at all if someone steals 
your card and goes on a buying spree. 
If all of the conditions have been 
met by the company which issued you 
the card, you still might wind up 
owing nothing because 
your 
$50 
liability ends the moment you take 
reasonable steps to let the firm know 
your card is missing. Government 
lawyers say a telephone call to the 
company 
constitutes 
such 
a 
reasonable step It probably would not 
tiurt to follow it up with a letter. 
K It would also be to your advantage 
to find out, right now, what telephone 
nlimbers you should call and keep a 
lijd of them, along with your credit 
card numbers 
Some consumers 
Report they have had a hard time 
getting through to the company in­ 
volved by telephone, so it may take 
several calls before you finally are 
able to make the proper notification. 
''Most oil companies have not been 
Notifying their customers of their 
limited liability or providing them 
with return forms. So if you lose a 
gasoline credit card chances are 
vou’ll owe nothing. But some of the big 
bank-relted and independent credit 
card companies have complied and 
you would be liable for up to $50 per 
card, until you notify them. 
Warning Flags Raised 
The best way to make sure is to 
carefully examine the literature the 
company sends you when they issue 
the credit card. 
; Warning flags are being hoisted 
arbout those Scotch whisky investment 
schemes. You’ve no doubt seen the 
ads in financial pages or maybe even 
received a direct mailing from the 
British Isles offering profits of up to 20 
p£r cent per year for investing in 
warehouse stores of whisky which are 
supposed to increase in value as the 
years go by. 
tBoth the Securities and Exchange 
Commission and the White House 
(Iflice of Consumer Affairs are 
warning would-be investors that some 
people who have bought the booze are 
(laving a hard time unloading it when 


the alleged time to collect comes. In 
addition the prices you may pay to 
begin with are sometimes inflated, 
making the selling price little more 
than the investment was to begin with. 
A good investment counsellor and a 
detailed prospectus on the stock may 
be your best safeguard

Tony Newman 


Is Versatile 
Performer 


By WILBUR G. LANDREY 
NEW YORK (U PI) — That Anthony 
Newman is a versatile young per­ 
former and conductor there is no 
doubt. To underline the proposition, 
he has a series of new Bach records 
ranging from the “ Well Tempered 
Clavier” to the “ Lutheran Organ 
Mass.” 
The “ Well Tempered Clavier” is a 
basic work of keyboard literature and 
one that separates the merely serious 
from the sublime It is quintessential 
Bach. 
I will confess to appreciating earlier 
versions of the work more, i.e. that of 
the late Wanda Landowska on the 
harpsichord, but this is a matter of 
both feel and taste. The Newman 
version of Book I (Columbia M2-32500 
—two records) seems to me both 
planned in concept and impeccably 
performed. 
An 
interesting 
touch 
is 
that 
Newman uses three separate harp­ 
sichords, each replica said to embody 
the tonal qualities of historic harp­ 
sichords in Europe and America. 
The “ Lutheran Organ Mass’ 
(Columbia M2-32497-two records) is 
Part III of Bach’s Klavierubung, 
composed of Prelude and Fugue in E 
flat major, 21 choral preludes and the 
four “ duets.” 
After the opening Prelude in E flat 
come the 21 chorale preludes con­ 
sisting first of the choir singing the 
hymn tunes and then the organ 
development. 
Newman plays the organ with the 
Boston Archdiocesan Boys Choir. My 
own enjoyment was heightened by a 
boyhood of Lutheran church music to 
which Bach gave the supreme ex­ 
pression. 
Back at the harpsichord, a third 
Newman record (Columbia M-32300) 
is of the Bach and Haydn concertos in 
D Minor and D Major which he both 
plays and conducts.
